Ex ary one w ho dislikoa mosquitoes
ean not allord a csnopy and netting,
but an excellent substitute forone is a
pinin pioce of netting ecosting about
forty cents. To arrange this over the
bed tako a strong cond, fasten it at the
ecntor or top of the bed's head with s
smsll tack, andagain at the foot; place
similar pieces st the sides, and over
these drape the net. 1t may be rolled
up during the day-time, and will be
found as comfortable and secure agaiust
mogquitoes as a0y canopy.

Another arrangement for boeds with
low head-boards is made as follows:
Tako a common child’'s hoop, coverthe
top with netting, fasten it with strong
thread, then sew the long pleces to it
EBnough should be used to go once and
a quarter aboat the bed and the lengtl
be abont =ix or seven feet. Then take
six strong piccos of tape and cross the
V!l! of the lu'lnfl. These should s
sbout two feet longer thar the hoop
and caught in the center with a stronpg
op, Fix a sevew hook in the ceiling
directly over the center of the bed;
and up the eanopy and drape it about
the bed, letting it touch the floor. The
widths of netting should not be sewn
together, but lapped over about a quar-
terof & yard. This will preveat the
mosquitoes entering and give an en-
trance and exit

An ice-box is one of the necessities
of life, and yet there are many families
whe can not afford onee. A home-made
ice-box was made last week. A large
box was purchased for twenty cents,
and this was lined with strong oil-
cloth, a hole being bored in the bottom
for the water to run out. This was set
up on fonr square pieces of wood; the
top of the box was lined ‘with oil-cloth,
tacked on ns a door by little hinges of
leather and fustened with astrap of the
leather over a nail. The box has two
shelves. The ice is placed on the bot-
tom and there is ample room for all
fond. Frezh meat is only kept in it by
placing it directly on thes jice. Thisice-
box is washed every morning and is
eonsidered quite a gem.

Some, like Simon Kenton, as a huntor
and woodsman secomnd only to Boone,
seamed to seek hazanl. He it was
whose desperate rvide, lnshed to the
back untamed horse, was the
true oviginal of Byron's Mazeppa. Un-
likes Boone, Kenton excitod in his In-
dian foes the most exasporated feel-
ings of vengeance. Aside from wounds
received in fight, he was soveral times
brought to the very verge of death
while a prisoner in the Indians' hamds.
On one ocension he was struck appar-
ently dead with a tomahawk that elove
his shoulder through the collar-bone;
three severnl times he was bound te
the stake of deadly fire and as often
a8 cight times ho was compelled to
“run the gantlet.’ None of this gene-
ration will ever know in it troe signiti-
cance the horror of that word, There
is now probably no man living who
has “‘run the gantlet” as an Indian
prisoner. The venorable and reverend
Thomas P. Dudley, of Lexington, Ky.,
now approaching his one hundredth
year, was sentenced, but reprieved,
His comrades suffered the ordeal, while
he in mere whim was ransomed for a
pouny and a kog of whisky. Tho In-
dians ranged themselves in two lines,
between which the prisoner was com-
pelled to run for his life, eluding as
best he could the blows of tomahawks
and war elubs that were aimed at him
in his flight. Some times good fortune
or activity saved the prisoner. Some
times the Indians would in mere ea-
price use Jonz sticks instead of deadly
weapons, and in & few rare instances
pure courage saved the vietim.
